plan for the Fifth Judicial District; 

WHEREAS, said redistricting plan of the Fifth Judicial District 

is contained in the order of this court dated December 24, 1980; 

WHEREAS, said redistricting plan established County Court 

District A including Lincoln, Lyon and Redwood Counties; 

WHEREAS, said redistricting plan ordered that the location of 

chambers of county court judges remain as previously constituted; 

WHEREAS, the retirement of the Honorable Irving J. Wiltrout 

created a vacancy in the position of County Court Judge for County 

Court District A; 

WHEREAS, Minn. Stat. g480.22 (1982) authorizes the Minnesota 

Supreme Court to designate the location of chambers for judges of 

all courts in the state after consultation with the judges of the 

affected district; 

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court has consulted with the judges of 

the Fifth Judicial District with respect to the chambers location 

of said County Court District A judgeship; 

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court has studied the workload of County 

Court District A, the geographic dispersion of currently designated 

chambers, and the availability of adequate judicial quarters, and has 

considered its policy of allocating judicial resources in such a way 

that each county in a judicial district shall have at least one 

county court judge resident therein before any other county shall 

have two or more resident county court judges; 
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NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS ORDERED that the chambers of the.county 

court judgeship vacated by the retirement of Judge Wiltrout continue 

to be situated in Lyon County.
